OPENS FIGHT ON PHELPS 


GOV. STONE Of 


Missouri Democrats Meet to 
Name Their Delegates to° 
Ngtional Convention 


BITTER CONTEST BEGINS. 


CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS MAKE 
SELECTIONS WITHOUT 
FRICTION. 


Butler, Swift and Steuver Among tho 
St. Louisans Chosen to Represent 
the Party at Kansas City.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 14.—At 
12:20 to-day began the battle over the elec- 
tion of delegates-at-large to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, in which ecx- 
Gov. William Joel Stone and his ‘friends 
are arrayed against Col. William Harlow 
Phelps and his cohorts. 

Chairman Seibert of the State commit- 
tee called the convention to order. Rev. 
J. F. Hendy of Jefferson City pronounced | 
the invocation. Mr. Seibert then introduced 
Congressman Champ Clark, the temporary 
chairman. Mr. Clark made a short charac- 
teristic speech of thanks for the honor. 

The convention was late in assembling, 
because of the delay in several of the dis- 
trict caucuses, notably the Kansas City 
caucus, which broke up in a row.

gates. Stone sat with the Tweifth Dis- 
trict delegation. 

Both of them had worked like Trojans 
during the district caucuses, attending them 
personally and fighting whenever they saw 
an opportunity to win advantage. They 
entered the conventicn after this prelimin- 
ary skirmishing prepared to grapple for the 
final struggle. 


Chairman Champ 
Clark’s Address. 


The House of Representatives, In which 
the convention assembied, is far from be 
ing large enough for the purpvge. 

The delegates were seated :«omfortably 
enough on the floor of the House and the 
gZallery was reserved for ladies, of which 
there Was a large number. 

The speaker's stand was reserved for dis- 
tinguished guests, while the chairman had 
a seat immediately in front, on top of the 
clerk's desk. The platform was decorated 
with the nationa! colors and palms. Tne 
hall had the virtue of coolness. A strong 
breeze had a clean sweep through the west. 
éast and narth windows. 

Chairman Ciark’s speech was a plea for 
harmony. “The Democratic party,” he 
said, “is greater than the ambit.ons, de- 
sires and interests of any one man.’’ This 
was cheered. “Personal interests should 
not be considered here—we should think 
only of the good of the party.”’ 

He patd a magnificent tribute to the-mem- 
ory of the late Richard P. Biand, saying if 
Democracy won this year the victory would 
be due more to the influence of Biand’s 
life than to any other. He praised the state 
miatform adopted at the Wanean City con- 
vention, particularly the 16-to-l free silver 
declaration. 

Clark's declaration that we should have 
illiowed the Filipinos to establish their own 
xovernment under our protection was 
herred enthusiastically. His reference to 
ine heroism of the Boers was applauded. 
hie devoted special attention to the record 
of the Republican administration and ex- 
pinined the meaning of imperialism. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Clark's speech, 
which was an hour lang, the committees on 
resolutions, credentials and permapent or- 
Z£anization were appointed, 


Stone’s First 
Shot at Phelps. 

At this point in the proceedings Gov. Stone 
read a resolution which he said he would 
like to have referred to the committee on 
resolutions. The resolution is as follows:

The opening of the inquest was delayed 
two hours Thursday morning by the non- 
appearance of Marsh. The inquest finally 
proceeded without him. 

The inquest was to have been held Tues- 
day morning, but as neither Marsh nor the 
other deputies summoned as witnesses ap- 
peared at the coroner's office it Was neces- 
sary to postpone the inquiry to 8 a ciocK 
Thursday morning. When the hour arrived 
Marsh was again absent. Coroner Lloyd 
was told by teiephone that Marsh under- 
stood that 9 o’clé@ek was the hour sei. Lhe 
subpena designated 8. o'clock, the coroner 


said.

At 9 o’clock Marsh was still absent. Cor- 
oner Lioyd sent Deputy Coroner Gast to 
find Marsh and require his presence. Mr. 
(rast first Went to the posse barracks and 
then to the North Broadway power house 
after his man. In the meantime Police Lieu- 
tenant Stack had called at the St. James 
Hotel, it having been reported from posse 
headquarters that Marsh had gone thither 
for breakfast. Marsh was,not tound at the 
hotel. The coroner telephoned a request to 
the chief of police to assist in locating the 
deputy. 

Under the laws of Missouri the coroner 
says that in the event of the absence, ili- 
ness or incapacity of the sheriff, the duties 
and authority of the sheriff devolve upon 
him. The coraner is empowered, under cer- 
tain circumstances, to arrest the sheriff or 
any of his deputies. 

Leputy Coroner Gast returned at 9:30 
o'clock, not having been «ble to find Marsh. 

The coroner pol.ed the jury and waited 
until 10 o’elock. Then he tapped tor order 
and deputy coroner Gast was piaced in the 
witness chair. Mr. Gast testified that he 
had been sent by the coroner to bring 
Rubert E. Marsh to the inquest. He said: 

“T first went to the poese barracks, and 
Col. Cavender sent me to Nagel’s resiaurant 
to ask the adjutant for information as to 
the whereabouts of Deputy Marsh. The ad- 
jutant replied to my request: 

“‘*l will not give you any information.’ 

“Tater, I was told to gato the St. James 
Hotel, where it was said that Marsh was 
at breakfast. The hotel c.erk toll] me thar 
Marsh might have been there earlier, bu 
was not there then. I saw the clerk at th: 
barracks and he told me he was doing his 


best to loeate Marsh and that he thought 


Marsh was sick. 
lolice Lieutenant Stack testified that he 
had not been able to find Marsh. 

The autopsy report on the body of Fred- 
erick Bohne showed that there were four 
bullet wounds in the head. 

Before the charge of buckshot from 
Marsh's riot gun struck the victim the bul- 
lets went through a solid wooden gate 
nearly an inch thick. Mr. Bohne was 
Standing in his yard at 174 North Tenth 
street and the deputies were pursuin 
some other men wha they claimed, ha 
started to attack a woman who allghted 
from a car. d 

Mr. Bohne was a widower, & years old, 
and resided with his daughter, Mra, Streck- 
er.

Judge Amos Thayer, of the United States 
Circuit Court, refused to issue an injunc- 
tion Thursday in the case of J. H. Kelly 
and S. A. Weltmer, representing the Amer- 
lean Scheol of Magnetic Healing, against 
. M. McAnnulty, Postmaster of Nevada, 
Mo. The motion of the complainants was 
to restrain Postmaster McAnnulty from in- 
terfering with mail addressed to them, and 
it was denied. 

The postoffice authorities charged that 
Kelly and Weltmer, as the proprietors of 
the schoo., had used the mails for fraudu- 
lent purposes. According!y the matter was 
submitted to the postmaster-general, who 
issued instructions to McAnnulty to re- 
turn all mail, whether registered or other- 
wise, direct to the institution, to the send- 
ers. 

The right of the postmaster-general to 
promulgate so sweeping an order was queés- 
tioned. 
Judge Thayer holds that the federal court 
has no jurisdiction in the premises. He 
says the postmaster-general is acting with- 
in the limits of the authority granted by 
Congress when he excludes from the mall 
any letters, packages or other postage 
which is calculated to defraud 
He states further that the power con- 
ferred on the postmasier-genera! is quasi- 
judicial, and therefore beyond the jurisdic- 
United States court.
